Old tie Victim. 


Yctterday morning Mr. Frederick Vol- 


ker*, a man about 83 yean of age, com- 
mitted lulclde In Wheatland townihip, on 
a farm owned by E. Harpitrlte, of tbl* 
city, and occupied by n ion of deceased, 
with whom he lived.

place about 9 o'clock in the forenoon, and 
wag after tbe following manner: 


The young man went to the harvest 


field ai UHual In tbe morning, but feeling 
unwell and fearing the excessive boat, he 
returned to tbe house. The old gentle- 
man, realizing that there was work Hint 
ought to be done, went to the Held to tnke 
the place of his ion. Ho, too, toon com- 
pliilned of feeling unwell, and sat down 
In the shade. Alter a few minutes he 
went to the house, and taking down a 
largo double barrel piiitol, repaired to (in 
orchard neur by, where he phiccd the 
nmz/.le of the pistol to his keud and sent 
the contents of one barrel through his 
brain, which killed him instantly. The 
report of the pistol was heard at the house, 
and the ion repaired to the place, whore 
bo found his father lying dead, wilh his 
bend pierced by tb« pUlol shot. 


It li supposed that Kcetslve heat pro- 


duced mental aberatlon, which led to the 
perpetration of the act. 
Deceased had 


been beard to say within a month or two 
that he Intended to tile like a soldier, 
which loads some to think that the suicide 
was tbe result of an Infatuation In regard 
to dying like a soldier. He was a Gorman 
by birth, and claimed that he fought 
agatntt Napoleon at the battle of Water- 
loo. 


Coroner Dr. C. Chenoweth went down 


and held an Inquest, which reiuKcd in a 
verdict In accordance with the above 
facti.

On Friday, IDth Init., quite a numberof 


aoldter* anj citlxens met at the court 
room at 8 p. m., to hear tbe report of the 
committee appointed one week ago. Capt. 
W. J. Uirey In the chair, and Lieut. J\ M. 
Lowry, secretary

EDITOBH REPUBLICAN:—I noticed In 


your issue of the 19th (nit., under the 
caption of "An Economical BuggeUlon 
to our City Council," and ovor tbe tlgna- 
tore of "Taxpayer," an article on the 
•ubjcct of gravel sidewalk*, evidently 
written In the spirit of ridicule, and with 
little reference to fact*. I hoped when I 
commenced reading the article to find 
tome valuable mggeitlon on the tubject 
of tidewalki, a mbject that ha* occupied 
a considerable of my attention for the past 
00 yoari, both as a citizen and a member 
of tbe city council. 


Of tho different materials that have 


come under my observation, suitable /or 
sidewalks, my preference* are In the or- 
der following: First, stone flagging; sec- 
ond, an imported paving tile, 
largely 


used in the city of Ualvcston, and per- 
haps other seaport, and possibly in tome 
inland cities; ild, paving brick—and good 
hard-burned common bulldimr, brick are 
as good a* any when properly laid; 4tb, 
gravel; Oth, and at a last retort, plank— 
ai plank walk la but another name for 
man-trap and rat harbor. 


In this city, at yean increaied, and a 


few blocki of plank sidewalks had grown 
to many mllei, tbe monthly pay-roll for 
lumber and labor to build new and repair 
old walk* was a frequent and ever-rocur- 
ring reminder to members of the city 
council, that sidewalk* made of tucb 
perishable material were an expensive 
luxury, and forced them to the conclude* 
that good plank walk*, kept la good re- 
pair, would, sooner or later, bankrupt any 
city spread over M much territory M the 
city of Decatur. The one thlag the av- 
erage taxpayer la constantly ringing la a 
councilman's ear*, I* retrenchment, and 
In nothing hat the council been more *uc- 
oe**ful In the way of retrenchment than 
In substituting gravel for lumber In the 
construction of tldewalka. 
But to ac- 


commodate those who prefer brick to 
gravel, the city council bave agreed by 
revolution, unanimously adopted, that all 
citlrens In front of wboee property there 
I* now or may hereafter be laid gravel 
walk*, may have the earne converted into 
brick walks by limply furatihlag tbe 
bnck upon the ground, without further 
cost to them; and a gravel walk It the best 
possible foundation for a brick walk, a* 
welt ai the cheapest, and I* no (mall 
work accomplished la the right direction, 
whether the brio'* be Irld BOW or u tbe 
temote-futnre. In my Judgment, however, 
the longer a gravel walk It need the lets 
will be the deilre to hare It covered with 
brick, It 1* true that a ntw gravel walk 
li not as pleasant to walk on M a MM 
plank or brick walk, aad people may 
avoid a new gravel walk u they do new- 
made road*. But if Taxpayer DM ever 
seen anybody but a luaatlc or fool walk- 
lag la tbe black mud alongside of evea a 
new-made gravel walk, he bM aeea man 
than I bave. The wetter a gravel walk, 
especially a lew one, the better; and 
gravel walk*, a* they are being conilruct- 
ed by tbe city, are not perceptibly affected 
by the freezing and thawing of winter 
and iprlng, and brick laid upon «uch 
walki V:eep their place perfectly.

There was nothing thought of or talked 
of but lots. It was lots in the morning, 
at noon and in tho still watches of the 
night. Mr. Pullman succeeded in im- 
pressing the people with his views, and 
they bought his lots, a,id sold them, and 
laid out more lots and kept laying them 
out, until nearly every man in New Car- 
thane "got into real estate." 


There was no especial reason for all 


these tots, for neither Mr, Pullman nor 
any of his/dherents built any railroad, 
or factories, or did anything else to 
bring people to Now Carthago to occupy 
them, They held that the "natural ad- 
vantages" of New Carthage wore so ap- 
parent that in time—they dealt in time 
—"capitalist* from abroad" would do all 
these things. They would permit them 
to oomo And would sell them lots un 
easy terms. 


From 1870 to 1873 the lot business 


was flourishing. A lot worth—or to 
spoak correctly, held at—MOO, to-day, 
wa; held at $800 to-morrow, and $1,000 
tbo next day, and transactions in thorn 
were real. There was actual money, 
such as it was, paid for these lots at 
these prices, and Pullman and his party 
waxed rich. It came to be common in 
that village for mon to hold their earth- 
ly estate at a round million, and he who 
wns worth $100,000 was very small po- 
tatoes, indeed, and was rather an object 
of pity than otherwise. Tho wealth was, 
of oourso, all in lots, which was esteemed 
a great iloal bettor than money. 


It will bo remembered—we have oc- 


caiionally referred to it in these columns 
—that in 1873 Mr. Jay Cooke, who was 
also largely in the land business, failed, 
and that immediately after there were 
smashes alt around of men similarly cir- 
cumstanced. It was a bad timo for 
speculators, and, in consequence of the 
general shaking up of things financial, 
for almost everybody. Tho government 
which had been some years before shoot- 
ing of a frrent many millions a day had 
to faco the payment for its shooting, 
and wan trying to redeem its promises. 


Money became scarcer, because tho 


great flood that had been pouring out 
over the country for years had dried up 
and the man who once bod only to put 
his hand into his pocket to pull out 
$100, now found it difficult to get a 
poor 45. 
Men who had been getting 


rich on lota and living up all their ac- 
tual profit!)', found credit difficult and 
went under, and all the wind-bags explo- 
ded, 
All those who never bad any 


right to a business life died, and only 
those who possessed something real 
survived. 


Unfortunately i'nv Mr. I'ullvnnn, ho 


had affirmed his belief in the future of 
Now (.'arthagc no often and stoutly that 
he oamo to believe in it himself. This 
was a mistake, but ho made it. In 1872, 
when lota and land in New Carthage 
were at the highest, hu actually bought 
great tracts at tho prices be nod suc- 
ceeded in establishing, never doubting 
that ho could sell at an advance as fast 
u formerly. In short, when Jay Cookc 
failed, ho found himself with a vast 
amount of real estate on his bands, on 
which he owed n great deal of money. 


The sale of lots became slaokor and 


slacker, and finally ceased altogether.— 
Mr.|Pullman'i payments were duo, and 
he wanted money. Heretofore be bad 
been able to obtain all that he needed 
by simply mortgaging property, and he 
supposed that be could continue in that 
pleasant way. Hewentand.a*ked. What 
security 1 Lot*, any quantity of lot*.

Then earn* an examin- 
ation. New Carthage had a population 
of 3,000. The bloated bondholder could 
not see why lot* in such a village ahonld 
bear such a price, and despite Jar.

Mr. Pullman'* notion of "enaugh

will do him. H*bold* that could then 
be enough financial wisdom got to- 
gether in Washington to make money 
so plenty that everybody would have all 
they wanted of it, it would enhance 
the value of his land .to a point when 
he could unload on somebody else, and 
retire from tbe lot business with the 
fortune he believes himself entitled to. 
He point* to a lot which vields a scanty 
subsistence to on* cow, and says: "Time 
wa* before this eoned] contraction that 
I could raise $1,000 on that lot a* eaty 
as winkin'—now its wnth $100 an aero. 
The country is rooined." 


Mr. Pullman is ruined, or rather hi* 


hope* are, but the country i* in a very 
fair way. Mr. Pullman ha* got all that 
he ever had. Hi* land wa* never valu- 
able except for fanning purposes. 
He 


filled a balloon and hoped it would waft 
him to tht serene height* of financial 
happiness, but it was punctured, and 
down it came, and he with it 
He ha* 


the balloon yet—and that i* all he ever 
had. There never was any substance in 
tbe filling. 


Ho proposes, however, to go to con- 


gress and assist in reinflating it. He is 
going heavily into the manufacture of 
gas, and when next he sails he intend* 
to get out, when he is high enough, and 
let tho descent come with somebody 
else in the oar. There are so many in 
his situation in New Carthago that we 
are not certain that he will not succeed. 
But we must say that we do not believe 
it will be the best thing for the country 
at large, however much good it may do 
Mr. Pullman. For as to inflate again 
is simply to come down again, it occurs 
to us that it u bettor to stay where we 
are till we get our breatb, and then try 
another road to fortune, 
We can climb 


up the mountain side on solid ground— 
the balloon business is too risky. 


CHICAGO, July 16.—The bronco stat- 


ue of Stephen A. Douglas has been put 
in position.

Drummond, who is in Europe, was the 
only member of the commission not 
present. The wholo monument, as it 
now stands, is just 100 feet high to the 
ton of the statue, and with the grounds 
will have cost, when the balance of tbe 
last appropriation is expended, $87,000. 
The statue faces southeast, and from 
the lake one can get the best view of 
the monment and grounds. There are 
yet four statues to go on the base, rep- 
resenting Illinois, History, Commerce 
and the Arts and Sciences.

The Philosophy of Rain. 


To understand the philosophy of this 


beautiful and often sublime phenomenon, 
so often witnessed, and no very essential 
to tho existence of plants and animals, 
a few facts derived from observation, 
and a long train of experiments, must 
be remembered: 1. Were tho atmos- 
phere, here, there, everywhere, and at 
ull times, of a uniform temperature, we 
should never have rain, hail or snow. 
The water absorbed by it in ova poration, 
from tho sea and the earth's surface, 
would descend in an imperceptible vapor, 
or cease to be absorbed by the air when 
it was once fully saturated. 2. The ab- 
sorbing power of the atmosphere, and 
consequently its capacity to retain hu- 
midity is proportionately greater in' 
warm than in cold air. The air near 
the surface of tho earth is warmer than 
it is in tho region of the clouds. The 
higher we ascend from the earth, tbo 
colder do we find the atmosphere. 
Hence the perpetual (now on very high 
mountaiu* in the hottest climate. Now 
when from continued evaporation the 
air i* highly 
saturated with.vapor,

The following description of the 


methods taken to keep cool in India 
mil be ititovoHting. 
It is from an inter- 


view of an officer who served in that de- 
partment. In answer to the question, 
"Are sunstrokes frequent ?" ho replied: 


"Not as long as the men arc not on 


duty. 
From (i a. m. until 4 p. in. it is 


dangerous to be out in the sun. During 
one march which my regiment ninUo in 
1858, about fifty men n day were struck 
in that regiment alone. A man would 
begin to laugh, then to cry, and in fif- 
teen minutes he would bo a corpse. I 
have seen their nktills split open as if 
some one had struck them on tho head 
with an az, and you could sec their 
brains boiling, while the skull itself be- 
came black. Very f»w men ever sur- 
vive a sunstroke, and if they do, it al- 
ways leaves its work upon the mind." 


He was asked, "How do the white 


people in India keep cool ?" 


"The hot winds that blow there seem 


to come straight from a furnace, and, 
to protect themselves from these winds, 
masses of seaweed, called taties, arc 
erected in front of all tho doors, stretch- 
ing in a slanting direction from tho top 
of the door to the ground, and these 
taties arc kept wet by natives throwing 
water upon them all day long.

of aii are produced in the rooms by what 
they call ponoas, like tho movable fans 
kept in motion by steam, that you see 
' 
in'the restaurant. Only the pones* are 
about six feet long and three feet wide, 
and a native keeps pulling them, stand- 
ing at one end, by means of a rope. At- 
tached to the bottom of the poncas arc 
curtains, which sweep down within six 
inches of your face when you lie in 
bed.
